County School Board Suggestion 
Said Doing 


To Set Age Limit For Beginners Dem Polices 


All pupils entering the first grade 
in Pickaway County Board of Edu­ 
cation schools may have to he six 
years old on or before the opening 
day of school on Sept. 6. 
A resolution to this effect was 
recently passed by the board and 
has been passed on as a recom­ 
mend ation to individual boards. 
George McDowell, county super­ 
intendent of schools, explained 
that each school district must es­ 
tablish its own entrance age date. 
Here are some of the reasons ad­ 
vanced by the county board f o r 
the resolution: 
“ (I) It is thought that from the 
psychological standpoint, the aver­ 
age school child will be benefited 
by not entering school at too early 
an age (that is, not before 
s i x 
years of age).* * 
* 
“ (2) IT IS FELT that the aver­ 
age first grade teacher desires s%h 
an entrance age, and also that she 
will have fewer teaching problems 
if she can have a more uniform 
age group with which to work. 
“ (3) It is hoped that the average 
pupil will make the adjustment to 
school 
with less 
mental 
worry, 
stress and strain if he or she is 
older when first entering school. 
(4) We believe that this en­ 
trance age will generally restilt 
in having our boys and girls be­ 
come better readers and better 
students, working with less ten­ 
sion and less mental fatigue. 
“ (5) It is felt, too. that many of 


our pupils will better reach a psy-! 
chological age (age of reason) be- 
fore having to meet some of the 
more difficult work of the 
upper 


j grades. 
“ (6) It is felt that many of our 
high school pupils may now grad­ 
uate from school at an age which 
is really too young for them to be 
ready, from the 
social, 
physical 
and psychological 
standpoint, to 
enter college or the working world. 
(The average company today re­ 
quires that an employe be 18 years 
of age before permanent work will 
be given.)” 
McDowell stated that the board 
sincerely feels that the resolution 
will benefit all boys and girls very 
much. He added that a uniform en­ 
trance age throughout the county 
will he beneficial to all concerneu.

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AN INFORMED PEOPLE 
WHATEVER m ay r e s ul t from the 
changing situation in Russia, it will hardly 
come as a surp rise to the American p eo­ 
p le, who are well informed on the hap p en­ 
ings in Moscow and the rest of the com­ 
munist world. 
The modern newsp ap er, with its 24-hour 
service is in constant and immediate touch 
with the news centers. Sup p lemented by 
the wonders of modern radio the two com­ 
bine to keep the p eop le up to the minute 
on p ossible develop ments. 
Under the circumstances, of course, it 
will be hard to come to any definite con­ 
clusion regarding the real situation in Rus­ 
sia. An op timistic rep ort from one source 
is followed by a p essimistic op inion from 
another quarter. Some say Russia ^ill get 
toughter under the new p remier. Others 
say it will be the other way around, or 
there will be no change whatever. 
The claim that in the event of a t h i r d 
world w ar only Russia would survive is 
ty p ical of Soviet p rop aganda, designed to 
keep the nations of Europ e fearful and obe­ 
dient to Russian orders. It is not an encour­ 
aging thought, but Molotov and his kind 
m ay be assured that in the case of another

Such funds can­ 
not legitimately be used for commercial or 
p olitical p urp oses or to advertise individ­ 
uals or cars. It can only be emp loy ed for 
educational p urp oses. If a telecast is to be 
distributed to defend J. Robert Op p enheim­ 
er, it can only be legitimate as a verture 
in education and as such would have to be 
objective. 
Mr. Murrow’s telecast was obviously not 
designed to be an objective study ; rather, 
it was an op p ortunity for Dr. Op p enheimer 
to state his side and his side alone of a 
vex ed question. To be objective, Admiral 
Lewis Strauss or someone else designated 
by the Atomic Energy Commission should 
have been p resent on the same p rogram, 
at the same time, sp eaking to the same

HAVING trouble w ith y our 
ey es? Do they itch and burn and 
water a great deal? 
May be y ou’ve got conjuncti­ 
vitis, but don’t worry ; this ty p e 
of infection will usually clear up 
within a few day s to a week. 
The delicate membrane th a t 
lines the ey elids and covers the 
ey eball is called the conjunctiva. 
This conjunctiva may become in­ 
flamed as a result of infection. 
There are many forms and 
m any causes of conjunctivitis. 
The infection may be p roduced 
by various germs such as the 
p neumococcus, and occasionally 
by germs known as Koch-Weeks 
bacilli. It can also be caused by 
invisible ultraviolet ray s from 
therap eutic lamp s, such as sun 
lamp s, Klieg lights or acety lene 
torches. 
If y our ey es are irritated by 
wind, sun, dust or smoke, y ou 
m ight develop a case of conjunc­ 
tivitis. So-called snow blindness 
is another form of this ailm ent.

Conjunctivitis also frequently 
follows ordinary colds and the 
“catching” diseases of children. 
If y ou’ve got it, y our ey es will 
water a good deal. Soon this 
watery discharge becomes thick. 
Your ey es will itch and burn, and 
often the lids will be stuck to­ 
gether when y ou awake. 
Some forms of conjunctivitis 


are catching and the sy mp toms 
in these forms are usually more 
severe. ‘'Pink ey e,” for ex amp le, 
is highly catching. 
In the milder ty p es, the condi­ 
tion usually clears up within a 
week a t the most. Severe cases 
may take from two to four weeks. 
Place cold comp resses (an ice 
bag or cloth soaked in cold water 
and wrung out) on y our ey es for 
about IO to 15 minutes several 
times a day . 
Wash y our ey es frequently with 
a mild alkaline or boric acid so­ 
lution and p ut a small am ount of 
it into y our ey es at bedtime. 
You shouldn’t wear an ey e 
p atch, but y ou can wear dark 
glasses. 
If the disorder continues for a 
time, y our doctor can give y ou 
p rep arations of zinc sulfate, or he 
might recommend use of anti­ 
biotic drop s both day and night. 
If y ou have a tendency to de­ 
velop this condition, y ou must 
avoid over-ex p osure to ex cessive 
light, dust, smoke and chemical 
irritants. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
R. W.: My child has been given 
sulfa drugs for a sore throat. Is 
there any chance of this drug 
damaging the kidney s? 
Answer: If the newer sulfa 
drugs have been emp loy ed in 
p rop er dosage, there is little 
chance of their cry stallizing and 
causing kidney difficulty .

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AN INFORMED PEOPLE 
WHATEVER may r e s u l t from the 
changing situation in Russia, it will hardly 
come as a surprise to the American peo­ 
ple, who are well informed on the happen­ 
ings in Moscow and the rest of the com ­ 
munist world. 
The modern newspaper, with its 24-hour 
service is in constant and immediate touch 
with the news centers. Supplemented by 
the wonders of modern radio the two com ­ 
bine to keep the people up to the minute 
on possible developments. 
Under the circum stances, of course, it 
w ill be hard to come to any definite con­ 
clusion regarding the real situation in Rus­ 
sia. An optimistic report from one source 
is followed by a pessim istic opinion from 
another quarter. Some say Russia Will get 
toughter under the new premier. Others 
say it will be the other way around, 
or 
there will be no change whatever. 
The claim that in the event of a t h i r d 
world war only Russia would survive is 
typical of Soviet propaganda, designed to 
keep the nations of Europe fearful and obe­ 
dient to Russian orders. It is not an encour­ 
aging thought, but Molotov and his kind 
m ay be assured that in the case of another 
w ar there wouldn’t be much left of Russia. 
Knowing that, they will continue to talk 
big, but they may have the intelligence 
necessary to refrain from committing sui­ 
cide. 


PEACE MANGLERS 
LEAVE IT TO the Soviets to take the 
extrem e 
position in an explosive issue 
which everyone else wants to handle with 
care. The blatancy of the Russian demand 
that Formosa be turned over to the Chi­ 
nese communists posthaste is such that it 
can hardly be taken seriously. 
A troublesome implication is that t h e 
Kremlin is prepared to egg Peiping on be­ 
yond the call to reason. If the bully boys 
in Moscow keep saying that Formosa be­ 
longs to the reds, the danger is that Mao 
Tze-tung and Chou En-lai will in time be­ 
lieve them. Peiping might be foolishly em ­ 
boldened to try something funny and set 
things to popping.

The question could be raised as to 
whether a television show, sponsored by a 
commercial concern selling a product, is 
propaganda or entertainment. If it is en ­ 
tertainment, the 
listener can d e c i d e 
whether it is a good show or not; if it is 
propaganda for a cause, the question of 
the sponsor’s responsibility must arise. 
“Variety” reports that the British Gra­ 
nada circuit ‘is in the midst of wrapping 
up a deal” to show an extended version of 
Edward R. Murrow’s interview with 
J. 
Robert Oppenheimer to be shown as 
‘a 
theatrical exhibition” in the United King­ 
dom. “Variety” says: 
“. . .While the Murrow-Oppen h e i rn e r 
teletalk was the usual half-hour, the show 
shot about three hours of footage with the 
world famed bo6sman of the Institute for 
Advanced Study at Princeton. A one-hour 
edition is being made available via the 
Fund for the Republic for distribution to 
colleges and universities. . .” 
The Fund for the Republic is an offshoot 
of the Ford Foundation which gave it $15,- 
000,000 of tax-free money. Such funds can­ 
not legitim ately be used for commercial or 
political purposes or to advertise individ­ 
uals or cars. It can only be employed for 
educational purposes. If a telecast is to be 
distributed to defend J. Robert Oppenheim­ 
er, it can only be legitim ate as a verture 
in education and as such would have to be 
objective. 
Mr. Murrow’s telecast was obviously not 
designed to be an objective study; rather, 
it was an opportunity for Dr. Oppenheimer 
to state his side and his side alone of a 
vexed question. To be objective, Admiral 
Lewis Strauss or someone else designated 
by the Atomic Energy Commission should 
have been present on the same program, 
at the same time, speaking to the same 
audience, to present the data available to 
the Atomic Energy Ccknmission, u p o n 
which it based its finding which caused the 
separation of Dr. Oppenheimer from that 
body. 
It is not understandable how the Fund 
for the Republic gets into this at all. The 
theory that the donors of the money can 
spend it as they choose is untenable, be­ 
cause it is tax-free money which can only 
be spent for purposes which justify the re­ 
laxation of income tax or inheritance tax 
provisions in the law. Propaganda for Dr. 
Oppenheimer does not come within that 
scope any more than propaganda for Mar­ 
ilyn Monroe would. 
There.could be no objection to using tax­ 
free money for objective education, but the 
Oppenheimer Case, presented by one side 
only, is not objective; it is a political is­ 
sue. Dr. Oppenheimer is a scientist of ex­ 
traordinary ability; also he is a linguist. 
Men of knowledge speak of him with pro­ 
found respect. 
The testimony in his Hearing would show 
that Dr. Oppenheimer is also capable of 
evading the truth about himself, fuosing 
the rule of reason rather than a moral ab­ 
solute of truthfulness when it suits his 
purposes. Carelessness of this type made 
him unavailable for government employ­ 
ment in his field at a tim e when his genius 
ought to be available to the American 
people. 
There can be no question but that some 
day Dr. Oppenheimer will straighten out 
his contradictory and complex story and 
will void the doubts which beset those who 
stand in awe of his abilities.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Common Eye Ailment 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
HAVING trouble w ith your 
eyes? Do they itch and burn and 
water a great deal? 
Maybe you’ve got conjuncti­ 
vitis, but don’t worry; this type 
of infection will usually clear up 
within a few days to a week. 
The delicate membrane th a t 
lines the eyelids and covers the 
eyeball is called the conjunctiva. 
This conjunctiva may become in­ 
flamed as a result of infection. 
There are many forms and 
many causes of conjunctivitis. 
The infection may be produced 
by various germs such as the 
pneumococcus, and occasionally 
by germs known as Koch-Weeks 
bacilli. It can also be caused by 
invisible ultraviolet rays from 
therapeutic lamps, such as sun 
lamps, Klieg lights or acetylene 
torches. 
If your eyes are irritated by 
wind, sun, dust or smoke, you 
m ight develop a case of conjunc­ 
tivitis. So-called snow blindness 
is another form of this ailm ent. 


Follows Colds 


Conjunctivitis also frequently 
follows ordinary colds and the 
"catching’* diseases of children. 
If you’ve got it, your eyes will 
w ater a good deal. Soon this 
watery discharge becomes thick. 
Your eyes will itch and bum , and 
often the lids will be stuck to­ 
gether when you awake. 
Some forms of conjunctivitis 


are catching and the symptoms 
in these forms are usually more 
severe. "Pink eye," for example, 
is highly catching. 
In the milder types, the condi­ 
tion usually clears up within a 
week a t the most. Severe cases 
may take from two to four weeks. 
Place cold compresses (an ice 
bag or cloth soaked in cold water 
and wrung out) on your eyes for 
about IO to 15 m inutes several 
times a day. 
Wash your eyes frequently with 
a mild alkaline or boric acid so­ 
lution and put a small am ount of 
it Into your eyes at bedtime. 
You shouldn’t wear an eye 
patch, but you can wear dark 
glasses. 
If the disorder continues for a 
time, your doctor can give you 
preparations of zinc sulfate, or he 
might recommend use of anti­ 
biotic drops both day and night. 
If you have a tendency to de­ 
velop this condition, you must 
avoid over-exposure to excessive 
light, dust, smoke and chemical 
irritants. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
R W.: My child has been given 
sulfa drugs for a sore throat. Is 
there any chance of this drug 
damaging the kidneys? 
Answer: If the newer sulfa 
drugs have been employed in 
proper dosage, there is little 
chance of their crystallizing and 
causing kidney difficulty.

Howev er, if th e 
sample sh ows a positiv e or su spi­ 
ciou s reaction , th e en tire h erd is 
blood tested by a v eterin arian as­ 
sign ed to each town sh ip or by a 
v eterin arian ch osen by th e dairy ­ 
man .

You can’t 
convince them that “ Mr. Inside” 
and “ Mr. Outride” and their tal­ 
ented teammates w'ould have been 
marvelous to behold in any season 
since the game began, 
We happen to know', of course, 
that they would have, but things 
would be a lot easier when w'e 
start describing Blanchard as a 
greater all-around fullback than 
Bronko Nagurski if a few more of 
oy r sports-writing friends of the 
South and West had watched the 
200-pounder burst a line apart or 
throw a block. They do not even
